NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Samuel Gampers, late President 


of the American Federation of Labor, will be buried in 


, Sleepyhollow cemetery, near Tarrytown, N. Y., it was said 


here today by Harry M. Moness, a personal friend of Mr. 
Gompers. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 13.—The grand old leader 


of American Labor is dead. 
Samuel Gompers wa granted 


his last wish. He died on American soil at 4:10 o'clock this 
morning, 11 hours after his arrival from Mexico City, where 
he was stricken last week. 
. 


Death was close on his heels as he sped from the Mexi- 


can Capital to the border of his own country. For a time he 
eluded the final enemy, doggedly fighting off the issue, but 
death overtook the exhausted labor leader as he lay on his 
bed in a San Antonia hotel. 
Mr. Gompers did not evade 


the challenge when it came to him face to face; neither did he 
give up the fight.

The personal

umph was to place Gompers In the1 
position of the recognized spokesman 
for labor then and after the war. He 
was in a large measure responsible 
for beneficial Jegislation and regula- 
tion in behalf of the laboring man. 


When victory came labor looked 


to Gompers to win for it a position of 
greater power in reward for the part 
ir had played in winning the war 
The government looked to Compere 
to speak for labor. 


In 1919 Gompers represented labor 


at the peace conference at Versailles. 
Here he served with distinction as 
president ot the International Com- 
mission on Labor Legislation. "The 
same year he represented American 
labor at the Internatlb'nal'conVention. 
He was a-member of the first indus- 
trial conference, of Hardlng's unem- 
ployment conference and of the Ad- 
visory Disarmament Commission. Ho 
became president of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 
.Post-War Figlit 


It was in the years following the 


war. when he was long past the age 
when most men retire, that Gompers 
fought many of his greatest battles. 
Deflation and consequent reduction of 
wages led to great discontent among 
the workers. Radicalism, bred of dis- 
content, swept through organized la- 
bor. 
Efforts were made to" oust the 


head of the federation. 


Gompers faced a tremendous task 


in attempting to hold in check these 
many diverse results of post-war un- 
rest. Since its formation, the Ameri- 
can federation had chosen to hold 
the balance of political power between 
the two great narties rather than to 
organize a separate party. 
He believed that the American fed- 


eration could not be successful if it 
laid down a platform of principles 
the accomplishment of which it set 
as its goal. 
Gompers wished to see the federa- 
tion go after its nearest objective, 
forgetting, .temporarily, all else. 
The radicals wished to accomnlishs 


the whole labor,program in..one .juove:- 
They called Gompers an opportunist- 
He "admitted the charge, pointing to 
the eight-hour day. minimum wage 
laws, child labor restrictions, safety 
laws 
and workmen's 
compensation 


laws, in justification of his opportun- 
ism. 
Marries Again. 


In 1921. for the first time in many 


years, Gompers 
seemed in 
serious 


danger of losing his position of lead- 
ership. 
John L. Lewis, a striking 


figure in 
the miners' international, 
was placed in the running against 
him. 
In the final' vote. . however. 


Gompers beat Lewis by more -than 2 
to 1. 
Vindicated. Corners emerged from 


that battle more powerful than ever. 
' On May 6, 1920. Mrs Sophie Julian 
Gompers." the labor leader's first wife, 
whom he married 53 years before, 
died. Besides her husband, she was 
survived by three sons, their only 
daughter having died shortly before- 
On April IB. 1921. Samuel Gompera 
married again, wedding Mrs- Gertrude 
Cleaves Xeuschler.

Starting from Russell Coles' float- 


ing camp,-»3-S miles down the coast 
from Punta "Corda. Florida, the fish- 
ing party was shortly breasting the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico.

speed ahead. 
I gave the order to 
strike. 


"Roosevelt had never before bal- 


anced himself uoon .his feet on the 
top of a small boat lumping- in a 
choppy sea. 
He had never- before 
cast a harpoon at a living- creature. 
Yet the cast as he made It was per- 
fect, and the iron went true and 
drove two feet fo_ur .inches, clear to 
the socket, through the heaviest and 
toughest structure of the fish. 


"As the irons -*left our hands I 


yelfed 'Down'.' and down he went. In 
an Instant the fight was on. It was 
^hort and sharp. Witb. cool precision 
."Roosevelt delivered the death blow. 


"The fish was quickly towed the 


half mile or mcse to the beach. Then 
we went back and after a bigger 
fight, killed a bigger devil-fish, and 
towed it to the side of the first.

devil-fish landed on the beach then 
began.

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__ SAMUEL GOMPERS 


Organized labor in the United States has lost the best friend it 


-vcr had, Samuel Gompers—"the Grand Old Man of Labor — as he 
was frequently called and who died early this morning m a hospital 
at'San Antonio. Stricken three days a*o while .he was m Mexico, 
lie was hastened to t'he American side. Reports of his improvement 
and denials of the seriousness of his complaint did not remove ap- 
prehension over his condition-for the past few years, he had been 
Jailing and his sudden collapse despite inspired optimism, was con- 
sidered ominous in a man seventy-three years of age. 


Sam Gompers was a remarkable man and he will live perman- 


ently as an outstanding character in contemporaneous history. He 
wielded a sceptre of power with amazing effect, and despite his per- 
sonal modesty the implicit faith reposed in him by the ranks of un- 
ion men and "women in this country, made him an uncrowned king. 
His death will disclose unwritten chapters in the national life as for 
instance, the role he played*in 191" when America entered the world 
war. with the feeling that while the rank and file of labor was in- 
tensely patriotic, there were pro-German groups and pacifist organ- 
izations, all of them potential trouble-makers and which might, but 
for aggressive leadership on the part of Mr. Gompers. made the 
American role more difficult. Today we can visualize the little squat 
man as the ununiformed commander of the army at home which 
provided the sinews of war without which the success in arms could 
not have been accomplished. 


Gompers rose to the critical task before him. Realizing war in- 


evitable, he forced a decision by labor singlehanded by making ^ a 
practical application of "Those who are not for us are against us", 
refusing to accept a non-commital policy by the faltering groups 
and placing Labor, one of the most powerful factors in success, be- 
fore the country with a solid front- It was one of the greatest com- 
forts given to Wo or ow* "Wilson during the-'war period and hearten- 
ed the nation as it took the momentous step. 


Gompers virtually made the American Federation-and he held 


sway over it from the year of its foundation in 18;*;. Once he se- 
cured his grip it was secure although of recent years, especially 
since the war. eac£x. annual election has brought speculation as to 
whether* his advancing' age would not be. a factor in his being suc- 
ceeded by younger blood. His life was devoted to the interest of the 
small organization which he built up and which finally asserted it- 
self on the principle of collective bargaining establishing a new type 
of relationship between employe and employer: -He was responsible 
for majy-^acts- of- Congress designed to . establish more firmly the 
rightr^^"^pr"^?w^^wor^n^E60i>le au£t3Silegating"to the back- 
ground a form of despotism which["can-'in;this"cdSnti'y never be re- 
placed. 


Gompers. until the Labor Party was established eschewed af- 


filiation with either of the major parties for the sole purpose of dis- 
rupting his organization through party bias. He remained an ar- 
dent champion of the labor party and threw the weight of his in- 
fluence towards its development. Perhaps the greatest as$et to labor 
was Gompers' mental restraint. 
He was conservative in judgment 


and action along the entire course of a career marked by frequent 
critical momentsfi but hard-hitting in the face of extraneous opposi- 
tion- Had Gompers been inclined towards radicalism, the history of 
the American Federation of Labor would ha've been very different to 
•a-Jiat it is.

Stocks Versus Bonds 


Capital obligations are of two kinds 


bonds and stocks. A bond Is a prom- 
ise to pay a specified sum at a speci- 
fied date and Interest at a specified 
rate meanwhile. 
A bondholder Is a 
creditor. His interest in tlie corpora- 
tion Is confined to Its being able to 
pay principal and Interest promptly 
when due. Otherwise he has no share 
In the ups and downs of the Industry- 
Stocks are shares in the business. A 
stockholder is a partner. 
He takes 


what is left after the claims of the 
bondholder are satisfied and in re- 
turn for his subordinate position is 
entitled to proportion of the surplus, 
if any. He assumes all the risk*. 


Now a desirable capitalization in- 


cludes eome of both these classes. Tt 
is impossible to operate entirely on 
borrowed money. There must be some 
one who Is willing to take stock. One 
of the difficulties which has confront- 
ed the railroads of the United States 
in the past decade is that few peo- 
ple are willing to take the chances 
of ownership which go with holding- 
stock.
